Robert E. 8S. Lee, some times

Lee is defending himself and’ he re- 
fers to himself in the third person, 
with the suave formality of an Eng- 
lish butler. He gives the impression 
that there are two Robert E. Lees in 
court, and his graceful mannerisms 
indicate that both are Earls of Pelham. 
On trial with him is William A. 
Smith. who for. the first day rested 
quietly in the background, surrender- 
ing the stage to Lee.” Smith is rep- 
resented by W. George Thomas as 
chief counsel. 

Smith is a former salesman of the 
American Bond & Share Corporation ; 
Lee its former attorney. The company 
they represented collapsed early last 
year with a loss. of approximately 
$750,000 to investors from all points

Ethiopian Bandits Hack Each Other 
In Mad Street Battles Over Loot 


By BEN AMES. 
(Copyright, 1936, by United Press.) 

ADDIS ABABA, May 4.—(UP)— 
Ethiopian bandits hacked at one an- 
other's heads and hands tonight for 
the loot of Addis Ababa. 

Battles were fought along the 
ruined streets as the amateur “shif- 
tas” (bandits) sought to protect their 
ill-gotten gains from professional 
thieves who swarmed across the town 
in one last foray before Italy’s  le- 
gions arrive. 

Five hundred thousand bullets have 
been fired from native rifles in the 
last 36 hours. Now that the ammu- 
nition is getting low, the crazetl Ethi- 
opians have taken to the spear and 
the sword of their ancestors. 

Bloodiest fighting occurred at the 
government gold house. Mobs storm- 
ed the building, and the defenders 
turned machine guns on them. The 
bandits went down like ripe wheat 
before the scythe, but kept crawling 
over the bodies of their comrades to 
reach the machine gunners. ' Once 
they got there, swords flashed and the 
machine gunners’ hands dropped off. 

The mob carried away the gold. 

White flags fly from every tukal 
(native but) left in Addis Ababa, but 
there is no peace and no surrender. 


. 


The wild ‘Galla tribesmen have en- 
tered the city in groups of about 20. 
Many women are with them, wearing 
men’s clothing and carrying swords 
and spears. Any Ethiopian resident 
who accumulates loot, promptiy loses 
it to these wild men and women. 


Bandits leaving the city paused, to 
attack the Ethiopian Red Cross head-. 
quarters. Dr. T. A. Lambie. an 
American who has beconie a natuwl- 
ized Ethidpian, had strung barbed 
wire to protest his building. He put 
up a stout fight and finally beat the 
bandits off, killing one and wound- 
ing one. The bandits got four of his 
mules, however. ‘a 

Ravenous dogs are in command of 
some of the streets tonight. 

Thé personal servant of James 
Rohrbaugh, my. asseciate here, was 
wounded in the leg by bandits while 
riding a motorcycle along the streets. 
Another bullet punctured. one of his 
tires, but be esca 

Dr. Andre John Melly, chief of the 
British Red who was shot in 
the lung by bandits, has been given a 
blood transfusion at the British lega- 
tion and probably will live.

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THE ETHIOPIAN COLLAPSE 


While the collapse of the Ethio- 
pian defense before the steady ad- 
vance of the Romans presages the 
early end of the military phase of 
Mussolini’s African campaign, it 
does not mean that Ethiopia will be 
removed as a danger spot in Euro- 
pean affairs. 

Instead, it brings to a head the 
question of just what Mussolini 
means to do with his newly con- 
quered territory and how his plans 
will be received by Great Britain 
and France—-particularly the for- 
mer. 

Within 24 hours after the col- 
lapse of the Ethiopian defense, the 
French and British governments be- 
gan conferring on the question of 
the “zones of influence’ to be ac- 
corded to them in the new align- 
ment in the area that now loses its 
independence as the result of the 
fortunes of war. 

Since the Italians waged their war 
of conquest in face of the opposi- 
tion of both France and Great Brit- 
ain, and the sanctions placed by the 
League of Nations, it is not likely 
that Mussolini will be inclined to 
parcel out the expensively won ter- 
ritory. He may, for diplomatic rea- 
sons, be willing to make some con- 
cessions, but they will be slight. 
He has announced for home con- 
sumption that he will hold all for 
Italy. 


The European reaction to the 
complete victory of Italian arms is 
expressed by the influential Paris 
Le Temps in the statement that 
“while the Ethiopian question is 
ended from a military standpoint, 
it still remains a difficult problem 
in the diplomatic field because of 
the position taken by the League 
and the members bound by the 
League council.” 

That is France’s chief concern, 
but with Great Britain there is the 
added worry over the threat of 
Italian control of the headwaters of 
the Blue Nile and a strengthened 
base on the Red Sea. 


What sympathy the world has felt 
for the Ethiopians in their hope- 
less struggle against the crushing 
blows of the Italian invaders will be 
largely counteracted by the out- 
break of barbarous savagery staged 
in Addis Ababa by the Ethiopian 
tribesmen. ,

FRANCE’S INTERNAL CRISIS. 


The victory of the leftists in the 
French election for a new chamber 
of deputies is almost as overwhelm- 
ing as the democratic victory in the 
United States in the fall. of 1932, 
when republican strength in con- 
gress was reduced to its lowest 
point in half a century or more, 

Not only in Europe, but through- 
out the world, other governments 
will watch closely the formation of 
the policies of the new French cab- 
inet which will be supported by a 
large working majority in the house 
of deputies. 

The devaluation of the franc, the 
abandonment of the gold standard, 
a radical change in foreign policies 
or sweeping changes in govern- 
mental activities, such as followed 
the democratic victory in the 
United States, would directly affect 
every other major nation in the 
world. 

The unprecedented increase in 
strength by the French leftists is 
explained by George Berkalew, well- 
known commentator on internation- 
al affairs, in an article in the Maga- 
zine of Wall Street, on the ground 
that “the French are facing facts, 
the stark facts of impending finan- 
cial collapse, of internal factional 
Strife, of the external peril of an 
unfathomable Germany, and an 
equally unfathomable England.” 
This writer continues: 


Momentarily France grapples with 
a mass of inconsistent absurdities. The 
desire to maintain the value of the 
franc—to effect a rise in prices—to 
produce a revaluation of agricultural 
products, to reduce the cost of living 
index, to increase government expend- 
iture, to lower interest rates, to check 
treasury short-term borrowing, and to 
establish a permanent institution for 
state employe pensions. 

Berkalew feels that conditions in 
France now present a close resem- 
blance to those at the turn of the 
18th century, with the same crisis 
of underconsumption of manufac- 
tured products, the same com- 
plaints of the peasants regarding the 
prices of wheat, wine, beef and beet- 
roots and with the same dwindling 
of purchasing power and increase 
in unemployment. 

With such conditions existing 
among the excitable French people, 
the appearance of a leader such as 
Mussolini or Hitler would find the 
ground fallow for a dictatorship. 
Since there is no compelling leader 
nuw in the public life of the coun- 
try, and apparently none in the 
making, the far swing to the radi- 
cal left has been the method adopt- 
ed by the people to express their 
discontent with existing conditions.

Death-Ray 
A Bluff. . ,

crashing to earth, of halting on- 
rush of tanks and even of wiping out 
an attacking ar in a flash was 
denounced as one of the biggest hoaxes 
of, modern times by Professor Paul 
Langevin, faculty member of the Col- 
lege of France and member of the in- 
stitute. Professor Langevin termed 
the so-called death ray “a bluff” or 
better still, a fraud. Interviewed by 
a reporter of “L’Oeuvre,” the profes- 
sor decldred: “It would be necessary 
that these rays have tremendous pow- 
er and that it be possible to concen- 
trate them. But that cannot be done 
unless you get down to very short 
waves whose laws of propagation are 
similar to those of light waves. In 
that case, however, the very high fre- 
quencies involved becomes an obstacle 
to increasing their power. Also, like 
wireless rays, death rays could only 
act if there were a receiving appara- 
tus. It would be easy, moreover, to 
protect motors by providing them with 
a power covering.” 

Questioned about the tests of Grin- 
dell Matthews, in England and Italy, 
Professor Langevin said: “After hav- 
ing invented his death ray, he decided 
to carry on official experiments in 
exploding submarine mines from a 
distance. As a matter of fact, he 
succeeded by means of light rays di- 
rected on these devices. The clever 
trickery was only discovered after- 
ward—the mine’s detonator had sim- 
ply been connected with a photo-elec- 
tric battery and as soon as a ray of 
light fell on it the system was put 
in action. It was well thought out, 
but there was nothing new in it.”

The bill before the British parlia- 
ment to prohibit advertisements for 
quack medicines was “talked out,” but 
there was a time when parliament 
actually voted public money for a 
quack remedy. In 1739 Mrs. Joanna 
Stephens informed the public that she 
had discovered a certain infallible cure 
which she proposed to make public for 
5,000 pounds to be raised by voluntary 
subscription. As the public subscrib- 
ed a mere quarter of that sum, the 
worthy lady had her offer brought 
before parliament and an act was 
assed “for providing a reward for 
oanna Stephens upon a proper dis- 
covery to be made by her, for the 
use of the public, of the medicines 
prepared by her for the cure of the 
stone.” For the 5,000 pounds voted 
Mrs. Stephens revealed the secret of 
the three medicines—a powder, a de- 
coction and pills. The powder was 
compounded of calcined eggshells and 
snails; the decoction was made by 
boiling herbs, soap and honey in 
water; and the pills consisted of cal- 
cinated snails, wild carrots seeds, bur- 
dock seeds, hips and haws, burnt to 
blackness and mixed with soap and 
honey.

It is being sorry for 
yourself, pampering yourself, making 
excuses for yourself to yourself and 
to others—finally believing that you 
have the hardest time of anybody in 
the world. I know of no one mental 
habit more harmful than this business 
of self pity. 
Sacred and secular literature 
abounds in illustrations of self-pitying 
folks, and many of them are very able 
characters. One thinks, for example, 
of Elijah, majestic prophet of God 
who triumphed over the prophets’ of 
Baal at Carmel and within a fort- 
night was panting like a hounded 
beast of the field under the juniper 
bush in the desert 100 miles away 
whence he had fled. “Let me die, I 
am no better than my fathers,” said 
this nervous, hungry, frightened man. 

Yesterday he was talking and act- 
ing like a man, today he is whimper- 
ing like a child. Yesterday he could 
contend with a colony of strong men, 
today he is afraid of one woman. And 
why? He got to pitying himself, 
thinking of his weakness and forget- 
ting God's strength. He was whipped 
when he reached that condition. And 
I have never known a man or a wom- 
an who could do very much when 
they crawled up under some juniper 
bush of self pity. It strips us of faith 
and hope and courage. 
God was very patient with Elijah. 
He spoke through the angel, telling 
him to turn over and take a nap, 
and when he had slept awhile the 
angel awoke him and told him to eat 
some bread which the angel baked on 
the coals, and then he told him to 
take another nap, and then he gave 
some more bread, and then the Lord 
told him to quit pitying himself and 
pitying the Lord and get up and go 
ack to word. “I have 7,000 faithful 
friends who have not bowed the knee 
to Baal,” said the Lord. “You are not 
the only faithful person -in the 
world.” Indeed, one seems to under- 
stand that the Lord was trying to 
get Elijah to see that he was quite 
unfaithful in that self-pitying mood— 
to get up and go back to work and for- 
get himself in something really worth- 
while for others. That is the antidote 
for self pity.

STRASBOURG, France, May 4.— 
However foolish a goose may er 
outside Alsace, in this city the is 
at once the symbol of Penge and 
ame. China models geese stand 
in half the store windows, and tour- 
ists who want to buy tropical sou- 
venirs of the city for their friends 
are likely to ignore the elaborate 
photographs of the great cathedral, 
order to purchase small geese 
made of gold, silver or enamel. 

Strasbourg is the greatest center 
of the goose-liver indus in the 
world, the industry which has put 
pate de. foies gras into the dictionary. 
Here a jar o te is comparatively 
cheap, but elsewhere it will bring four 
times the local price, often more. . 

The geese for it are artificially 
stuffed with food, so that their livers 
become enlarged and the birds get 
too fat to walk. And what a deli- 
cacy those livers make! When pate 
de foies gras appears on restaurant 
tables garnished with truffles, or is 
packed in fancy jars for delicatessen 
stores all over the world, caviar meets 
its greatest rival for extracting high 
prices from true epicures. 

“Gentleman From * 

Strasbourg has a less known but 
equally famous association with the 
goose that laid its golden egg. Five 
hundred years ago a “gentleman from 
Mayence” came to Strasbourg to live 
and experiment with movable print- 
ing types. His name, translated into 
English, was John Goosemeat, of Gut- 
enberg. His presence in the city, where 
he lived for 25 years, must have been 
remembered more at first on account 
of his name than for anything he had 
done. The accident of his name, how- 
ever, was soon forgotten, and history 
— immortalized him as John Guten- 

rg. 
The site where he made his first 
printing experiments, just east of the 
cathedral, is proudly pointed out. 
Mainz honors him as its citizen, but 
Strasbourg glories in the great work 
he began in its midst. 

“La Marseillaise.” 

However much the goose plays a 
part in the ~istory of Strasbourg, 
Americans who come to the city this 
year will think rather of Rouget de 
Lisle and ask to see the place where 
he wrote the “Chant of Departure of 
the Army of the Rhine,” later called 
“La Marseillaise.” All France will cel- 
ebrate in 1936 the hundredth anniver- 
sary of his death on June 27, while 
visitors from all over the world are 
expected to pay tribute to him 
fore the old mayor’s house at 2 Place 
Broglie, where he first sang that im- 
mortal song. 

It is not too much to say that 
Americans who come to Alsace find 
the charm of its old houses and its 
food enough reason for staying longer 
than is needed just to see a few fa- 
mous places. Pointed gabljes, half-tim- 
bered walls, towers of the middle ages 
and chimney-pots crowned with nests 
of storks give the whole region in 
and around Strasbourg an ae 
of dreaming unreality. It is but a few 
hours by motor or train from Paris, 
and is one of the most delightful re- 
gions of France, where both French 
and Germans agree that the goose and 
the grape are excellent.

I believe in vaccination, for myself 
or those who rely on my advice. [ 
am unalterably opposed to compul- 
sory vaccination in any circumstance, 
and especially to trick laws or ordi- 
nances whéreby ignorant, grafting pol- 
iticlans get the power to punish par- 
ents who fail to send children to 
school and to exclude children from 
school if the children are not vacci- 
nated. This vicious practice, still en- 
gaged in by certain wretched health 
authorities and school authorities, is 
a disgrace to America and a scandal 
to the medical and public health pro- 
essions. A condign decoration for 
the health officer or school board 
busybody who insists on enforcin 
| this dirty trick on anybody's chil 
would be a pair of black eyes, at least 
for the first offense. 


There is no sane excuse or war- 
rant in medicine or in public health 
or in sanitation for compulsory vac- 
cination. _If it is true, as I believe, 
that vaccination protects me against 
smallpox, then as long as I keep well 
vaccinated I have nothing to worry 
about on that score. If you don’t 
believe in it, then it should be your 
right to get along without it. I 
should worry if you come down with 
meee It —_ affect me, for I 

n immune. S a physician, a 
friend, a health authority, I have done 
my duty when I advised you to be 
vaccinated: If you do not choose to 
follow my advice, that’s your funeral. 

In the past there may have been 
times and conditions in which the 
vaccination of entire communities 
helped to prevent outbreaks of small- 
pox. Today in North America there 
is virtually never a condition which 
justifies such an attempt. In modern 
practice the vaccination of the few 
persons who have been in close per- 
sonal contact with a victim of small- 
pox is sufficient to prevent spread of 
the disease; that is, in conjunction) 
with the ordinary measures or precau- 
tidns. of isolation and medical asepsis, 

Frenzied vaccination, like compul- 
sory vaccination, belongs in the med- 
ical museum along with terminal fu- 
migation, which the old-timers delight- 
ed to practice. 

No one can honestly deny that 
there is a certain hazard involved in 
every instance of vaccination, no mat- 
ter how carefully it is done nor how 
conscientiously the little wound is 
cared for until it heals without a 
“take” or the vaccinia runs its course. 
There is always the possibility of ac 
eidental infection. 

The specific organism of smallpox 
has never been identified. Neither 
has the specifie organism of cowpox. 
We can only infer that the compara- 
tively mild cowpox (vaccinia) confers 
on one who has had it protection 
against smallpox. But we must work 
blind whenever we ‘vaccinate. We 
can’t be absolutely sure the vaccine 
contains nothing else than the virus 
we wish to inoculate. Our imperfect 
knowledge of this would give any sane 
physician pause when it comes to the 
question of compelling anybody to be 
vaccinated, even if our whole medical 
belief and experience did not show 
the injustice of such abuse.

NEGUS BLAMES REVOLT

DJIBOUTI, French Somaliland, 
May 4.—(4)—Ethiopia’s fleeing em- 
peror, Haile Selassie, and his family 
left Africa today for refuge in Pales- 
tine. 

The little ruler, tired and appar- 
ently heartsick after his futile seven 
months’ battle against the invading 
Italians, was represented as holding 
little hope of ever returning to rule 
over his empire.

Hopkins Challenges WPA Critics 
To Debate Issue of Jobs Vs. Dole 


WASHINGTON, May 4-—(UP)— 
Works Progress Administrator Harry 
L. Hopkins today challenged adminis- 
traton critics to debate this work-re- 
lief issue in the presidential cam- 
paign: “Shall we continue the New 
Deal job program, or have a waste- 


ful and outrageous dole?’ 

With Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt 
at his side, the former New York s0- 
cial worker who has spent more than 
$7,000,000,000 providing for the na- 
tion’s needy, definitely committed the 
New Deal to continuation of pres- 
ent relief policies. 

“The one issue is whether the job- 
less should be given work for relief, 
or a basket of groceries every Mon- 
day morning,” he said in opening a 
three-day conference of WPA’s di- 
vision of women’s and professional 
project directors. 

“You hear critics tell how they 
would give relief back to the states, 
but no one talks about the real issue— 
work against the dole. I'd like to see 
it debated from one end of the coun- 
try to the other, with the people the 
judge. 

“People without jobs are that way 
through no fault of their own. They 
are competent. There is work to be 
done. It would be wasteful to the 
country and outrageous to the needy 
to spend hundreds of: thousands of 
dollars and get nothing in return.” 

Mrs. Roosevelt nodded approving- 
ly, then herself urged the conference 
delegates “to educate opponents of 
the works program in your commu- 
nity to the value of our projects.” 

“People who have something,” she 


said, “should see what happens when 
that something is taken away.” 

Hopkins did not name the “ad- 
ministration critics.’ He did not an- 
swer G. O. P. attacks against his 
spending. 

His only partisan reference Was a 
quip about “five little kittens who 
were born republican but became 
democrats as soon as their eyes were 
opened.” 

Hopkins made it plain, however, 
that the New Deal would present its 
current $4,000,000,000 job program to 
voters as part of the administration 
answer to this question: “Shall the 
government insist by law and by co- 
operation with industry, that people 
in poverty have security and a fair 
share of the national income?’ 

Mrs. Roosevelt continued on the 
same key. She related how a New 
York lady voiced a fear of leaving 
her house “because someone might 
threw a bomb through the window of 
my limousine.” 

“Now, that idea never occurred to 
me,” she said. “If any person feels 
that way, she must have something 
on her conscience. She must be at 
war with her surroundings.” 

Hopkins did not comment on the 
attempt of a congressional bloc to ear- 
mark $400,000,000 of the proposed 
new $1,500,000,000 work-relief appro- 
priation for non-federal public works 
construction.

Reporting fire still raged in the cap- 
ital and the random firing of rioting 
looters was continuing, Engert ra- 
dioed the State Department at 3 p. my, 
Ethiopian time, that the two messen- 
gers he had sent to the British lega- 
tion could not get through. 

“As communication with that lega- 
tion is essential if we are to remain 
here,” he added, “please communicate 
immediately via London my request to 
Sir Sidney Barton, British minister 
here, that he get in touch with me. 

Wants Few Sikhs. 

“Kindly state also that the assist- 
ance of a few sikhs (British Indian 
troops guarding that legation) and one 
Lewis gun we could hold this lega- 
tion if Italians arrive within few days. 

“I feel it would be a great pity to 
be obliged to abandon it and radio to 
certain destruction after holding it for 
three days.” 

In his late message, reporting the 
situation was getting worse, he said 
several shots had been fired directly 
at the legation building and radio sta- 
tion since the morning and two native 
women in the servants’ quarters had 
been seriously wounded. 

Some indication of the gravity with 
which State Department officials re- 
garded the plight of the legation was 
seen in the fact it ordered abandon- 
ment of the use of the usual diplo- 
matic code in messages exchanged be- 
tween Washington and Addis Ababa. 

They now are being received direct- 
ly in the*international telegraph code 
but arranged only in plain English in 
contrast to the system of numbers ard 
letters by which most diplomatic mes- 
sages are sent. 

Fortunate Circumstance. 

Engert’s request for British assist- 
ance was sent some time after a for- 
tunate circumstance had brought to 
the hands of the Americans a much- 
needed submachine gun. 

This was due to the fact that Vice 
‘Consul William M. Cramp, of Phila- 
delphia, was a curio collector and had 
cultivated the acquaintance of a na- 
tive policeman in pursuit of his hobby.

F. R. Edwards, animal husbandman, 
will include a series of demonstrations 
instead of talks. R. P. edsoe, 
agronomist, is to show newly created 
varieties of wheat and oats that have 
been bred for resistance to rust, smut 
and other diseases. 

The home economics department 
will have a special program for wom- 
en and homemakers. 

As part of the livestock program, 
250 head of beef cattle, now on test, 
will be shown. Eighty head of the 
cattle are on feeding tests and the 
others on pasture and breeding tests. 

The feeding tests are to compare 
cottonseed meal, peanut meal and vel- 
vet beans as protein concentrates. 

Other features of the livestock pro- 
gram will be demonstrations with 
beef cattle of dehorning, screw worm 
control and other operations; with 
sheep, of shearing, wool grading and 
marketing, docking and parasite treat- 
ment, and of pasture tests and para- 
site control with swine.

gress to scrap the bill and delay im- 
position of new taxes until “a sound 
fiscal program, for both expenditures 
and revenues, has been prepared.” 

In commenting on the meat pack- 
ers’ letter, Harrison warned that the 
committee would not be able to contin- 
ue the hearings indefinitely. 

(The tax bill would repeal existing 
corporate taxes and instead tax net 
income of corporations up to 421-2 
per cent, depending upon how much 
was withheld from distribution as div- 
idends. The normal income tax rate 
of 4 per cent would apply to dividends 
received by stockholders.) 

Four members of the chamber’s com- 
mittee on federal finance appeared to 
oppose the measure from various an- 
gles. Summarizing their view, Ells- 
worth 8S. Alvord, of Washington rec- 
ommended : 

“1. The pending bill be scrapped. . 

“2. The taxes should not be imposed 
until after a sound fiscal program, 
for both expenditures and revenues, 
has been prepared.” 

He argued that the 1937 budget 
could be balanced even by excluding 
relief. He contended further that the 
proposed tax program was “utterly im- 
practical, unworkable and unsound.” 

Noting Secretary Morgenthau’s 
statement last’ week that the admin- 
istration’s estimates, the new corpora- 
tion tax will yield $620,000,000 an- 
nually, he said the bill would bring 
in only $310,000,000 during the next 
fiscal year. 

“Aid to Monolopoly.” 

Alvord listed a score of specific ob- 
jections to the plan, including the con- 
tention that it would “retard the 
growth of competition, and will tend 
to aid, if not create, monopoly” and 
that “the unwary and the poorly ad- 
vised will suffer terrific penalties, and 
the well-advised may escape tax free, 
or with lighter burden.” 

He argued also that the bill would 
retard recovery, impair the financial 
strength of coporations, increase in- 
equities in taxes, and result in dupli- 
cate taxation. 

Fred H. Clausen, chairman of the 
chamber’s committee, said businessmen 
accepted the need fora balanced budg- 
et, but did not consider the proposed 
legislation “a means to that end.”

FRENCH LEGATIONS 
FEAR MASS ATTACK 

PARIS, May 4.— (#) —Armed 
trucks from the French and British 
legations in riot-torn Addis Ababa 
went out on the streets tonight in 
search of dead and wounded, the 
French minister advised his govern- 
ment by wireless. 

The minister, Paul Bodard, also re- 
ported an Italian airplane fell into 
Addis Ababa, but gave no details. 

Earlier, the minister said Ethiopian 
soldiers on guard duty at the French 
legation mutinied and attacked the 
building. Later messages from him 
disclosed that trucks had been sent 
out from the legation so it was be- 
lieved here the threat had been with- 
stood.

Several other addresses and the 
appointment of committees featured 
yesterday's sessions. 

Chief Johnson said if the control of 
parking is taken out of the hands of 
politicians, the danger of parked cars 
and trucks blocking the work of fire- 
men will be eliminated and parking 


J laws will be more easily enforced.

“In Knoxville parking is under the 
control of an emergency officer in the 
fire department, who is under the safe- 
ty director by a legislative setup,’ he 
pointed out. “Parking regulations are 
secured through state legislation.

DIES AT OCILLA HOME 


Irwin County School Head 
and Ex-Legislator Taken 
by Death. 


OCILLA, Ga., May 4—)—James 


B. Clements, 67, Irwin county school 10 


superintendent and prominent figure 
in political and fraternal circles of 


the county, died unexpectedly last 
night at his home here. Apoplexy was 
blamed for his death. 

Clements was county judge from 
1896 to 1908, and represented Irwin 
county at various times in the house 
and senate of the state legislature. He 
was prominent in Masonic activity 
and had been worshipful master of the 
Irwinville lodge since 1894 and for a 
number of years he was a member of 
the board of trustees of the Masonic 
home and served as secretary and 
treasurer of that body for several 
terms, : 

He graduated at Emory College in 
1890 and had been superintendent of 
Irwin schools for four years. He was 
the author of a history of Irwin coun- 
ty. He was one of the largest land- 
owners in this section. 

Several years ago h® presented to 
the state of Georgia the site at Irwin- 
ville where Jefferson Davis was cap- 
tured at the end of the War Between 
the States, which is now a state park. 
He also recently sold to the govern- 
ment much of the land included in the 
resettlement project at Irwinville. 

He is survived by his widow, two 
daughters, Mrs. W. D. Dorminy and 
Miss Lucile Clements.

He was polished and ur 
bane yesterday; moved quitkly and 
easily; bowed deferentially to the 
judge; throttled his desire to argue 
as the judge overruled him; called for 
only one glass of water throughout 
the day and consulted only one law 
book in an effort to prove to Judge 
Barrett that the court had erred. 

Judge Barrett had ruled on one of 
Lee’s motions. Lee opened a volume 
of federal reports and said: 

“Your honor, here is a decision on 
the point on which you have just 
ruled. It is the case—”

He helped Vermilya 
with some work, he said, and in Jan- 
uary, 1934, when he was in Atlanta 
he looked up Vermilya, who was 
vice president and general counsel for 
the American Bond and Share Cor- 
poration. Vermilya has since died, 
having been killed in an automobile 
accident at Newnan in 1934, 

“Vermilya wanted me to stay in 
Atlanta to help in some matters he 
had in hand, but I had to go to hot 
Miami for my health. Later in 1934 
I helped him prepare a statement for 
the Securities Exchange Commission, 
but I acted only as his associate 


counsel. 
Paid by Bradley. 


Lee said he helped Vermilya in 
other matters and that on August 3, 
1934, he was paid in full by B. -R. 
Bradley for his services as associate 
counsel, He did no work for Bradley 
or the corporation after that until 
December, 1934. 

“At that time I defended my co- 
defendant, W. A. Smith, on charges 
of violating the securities act of the 
state of Alabama. I was paid a 
fee.” 

The only time he was ever recog- 
nized as an officer of the American 
Bond and Share Corporation, until 
this time, said Lee, was when it was 
necessary for him to sign a bond for 
the company. He was made a direc- 
tor. 

“I was never accepted as an offi- 


cer or looked on as an officer,” said 
Lee. “Su nently, I stepped out as 
a director. e bond I had 
was filed with the Securities Ex- 
change Commission. I had no stock 
in the company and no connection 
with the company except in the cas- 
ual manner I have outlined. 
Retained January, 1935. 

“On January 3, 1935, Bradley re- 
tained me as « special associate coun- 
sel and in the interim I had repre- 
sen ed other persons against Bradley. 

“T expect to show I am not a great 
lawyer,” thundered Lee, and he warm- 
ed up to the subject. 

Judge Barrett interrupted: 

“Let’s not go into that.” * 

“It’s in the indictment, your hon- 
or. I merely expect to show that 
I was so hog-tied poor I accepted 
Vermilya’s offer ause [ was 
physically and financially in need of 
employment. I was never paid any 
but reasonable fees.” 

Lee described a clash with Bradley. 

“Bradley was in a bad shape on 
the market. I asked him, are you 
solvent, could you liquidate? His 
reply was, ‘Oh, yes!’ 

“Then I learned that he was in a

date. I told him he had better hire 
another lawyer. He asked me whom 
he could hire. I told him I wag*not 
recommending.

Prosecution Charges. 

Camp described Bradley's early or- 
ganization of the company and told 
how Mrs. M. E. Judd, of Dalton, Ga., 
one of the victims, bought stock from 
Bradley and Smith and lent them 
money until they hac obtained approx- 
imately $22,000. Mr. Camp said the 
government will prove that Bradley 
sold unsound stock again and again 
and paid divitends from the collec- 
tions of the salesmen, while the com- 
pany was making no profit.

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GEORGIA HAS BALANCE 
OF $9,732,477 IN CASH 


Governor’s Report for April 
30 Is First Since Ousting 
of Treasurer. 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

A net cash balance of $5,732,477.08 
was shown yesterday in Governor Tal- 
madge’s April 30 report on the con- 
dition of the state treasury. 

The Governor made public the first 
full report on Georgia’s fiscal affairs 
since de facto Treasurer J. B. Daniel 
succeeded ousted Treasurer George B. 
Hamilton February 24. 

Commenting on the statement, Tal- 
madge said: 

“More than $1,000,000 in gasoline 
taxes, collected by the state revenue 
ce ‘mission, is not shown in this re- 


port. 

“Judge Claude Porter, of Rome, tied 
up this money by injunction. We are 
obeying all court orders. 

“The revenue from the’ gasoline 
taxes has been placed in the treas- 
ury vault in a separate box and will 
not be touched until the court says 
we can. 

“This report shows Georgia is in 
the best financial condition she has 
be . in since the War Between the 


States. 
$3,569,000 Tied Up. 

_ “We also have around $3,500,000 
in banks tied up by other court orders. 
This gives us plenty of money and we 
don t have to borrow one cent. 

_“We haven’t had to get a loan since 
t-. first year I was governor. I bor- 
rowed $2,000,000 then to see the 
schools through. That has been wiped 


2 | out and we are going right ahead with 


the people’s business with the cash.” 

Of the $5,732,477.08 cash balance on 
hand April 30. Governor Talmadge’s fig- 
ures show $639,685.92 in the general 
fund, which supplies the cash for oper- 
ating the state government. 

General fund spending runs around 
$10,000,000 annually. Many more mil- 
lions come to the various agencies dur- 
ing the year but is specifically allo- 
cated to the agencies for certain pur- 


poses. 
Highway Finances. 

The largest spending department is 
highways. The Governor's report 
shows on April 30 the highway depart- 
ment had to its credit $1,498,085.89 
from fuel oil taxes, $25,000 from the 
mileage tax; $993,828.73 from motor 
vehicle license fees and $1,344,936.80 
owed by other departments in a re- 
fund account. 

This money was used by the Gov- 
ernor during the time when much of 
the state’s money was tied up in 
banks after Talmadge ousted Hamil- 
ton and the latter placed $7,400,000 
of depository bonds in the Federal Re- 
serve Bank. 

Some cash, other than the $2,500, 
000 in three Atlanta banks, which are 
in court now to determine who is the 
legal treasurer, still is being held up 
because smaller institutions are await- 
ing the supreme court’s decision on 
tre treasurer and release of their 
bonds to the state. 

The beer tax, which is going to the 
education department for the public 
schools, totaled $372,542.90 for the 
first four months of the year.

AS SOURCE OF INIQUITY 


Talmadge Crusaders Also 
Attacked by Berry in 
Tennessee. 
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CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., May 4.— 
(P)—Major George L. Berry, labor 
leader and New Dealer, attacked the 
Liberty League, the Crusaders and 
Governor Eugene Talmadge’s “short 
grass, short root” democratic conven- 
tion as “sources of iniquity” today in 
an address before the Tennessee Fed- 
eration of Labor convention here. 

Berry, president of the Internation- 
al Printing Pressmen and Assistants’ 
Union and federal industrial co-ordi- 
nator, called upon labor to “give the 
Liberty League the fight of their 
ot and to re-elect President Roose- 
veit.

HARRISONVILLE, Mo., May 4.—

WALLACE HITS TARIFE 
IN NEBRASKA ADDRESS 


Widening of World Trade 


Advised in Pointers for

Farm Improvement. 


LINCOLN, Neb., May 4.—()—De- 
claring that farmers would be “sold 
down the river” if they acepted a high 
tariff policy as a “cure-all for agri- 
culture,” Secretary Wallace outlined 
today a four-point program for agri- 
cultural improvement. 

“The outlook for agriculture ie 
bright,” Wallace said at a meeting 
of farmers at the University of Ne- 
braska. “But keeping it so will depend 
upon maintaining the present healthy 
supply situation, re-opening further 
the chanels of world trade, conserving 
the fertility of the farm plant, and 
developing the latent home market. 

“The last can only come from in- 
creasing the buying power of the lar 
groups of people who now have little 
or nothing to exchange for goods.” 

“The real question is not whether 
we want a tariff for farm products,” 
Wallace said. “The real question is, 
are farmers going to accept the high 
tariff, idea as a cure-all for agricul- 
ture? 

“If they do, I tell you frankly, 
farmers are going to be sold down the 
river again.” 

Wallace’s defense of administration 
foreign trade policies followed by a 
few wéeks an Iowa farmers’ meeting 
where higher tariffe on farm products 
urged. 

Wallace said industry always has 
looked first to the domestic market, 
while agriculture has had to look “in 
considerable part” to foreign consum- 
ers. 

The secretary said farm imports in 
1935, including tropical produce, were 
worth $1,100,009,000, “a good deal less 
than the 10-year average of one and 
two-thirds billion dollars.” 


BINGHAM TO PRESENT 


CREDENTIALS TO KING 


LONDON, May 4.—(#)—Ambassa- 
dor Robert W. Bingham, of the United 
States, and other members of the dip- 
lomatic corps will present their cre- 
dentials to King Edward in Bucking- 
ham palace tomorrow. 

The ceremony is occasioned by the 
accession of the new sovereign, a let- 
ter of credence being from the head of 
one state to another. 

The ceremony tomorrow reverses the 
normal practice for, instead of new 
diplomats meeting the king, the new 
sovereign will meet the diplomats. _ 

King Edward will see the diplomatic 
corps in a body and afterward each 
member will present his letter. 

By instruction of the Lord Cham- 
berlain, the diplomats will wear 
“levee dress,” which, for Ambassador 
Bingham, means evening dress_ with 
a black vest since the United States 
diplomatic service does not authorize 
uniforms.

T ruck Libraries in Rural Sections 
Urged in Report by Miss Barker 


The establishment of regional libra- 
ries in rural sections of the south 
and trucks which would carry the 
books into comparatively isolated sec- 
tions is seen as the solution of the 
present-day southern library problem 
by Miss Tommie Dora Barker, former 
librarian of the Carnegie library here 
and at present regional field agent in 
the south for the American Library 
Association. 

Miss Barker conducted an exhaus- 
tive research for the association over 
the last five years into the library 
problems of the south, resigning her 
post as librarian here to accept the 
assignment. The results of her investi- 
gation will be presented in a critical 
book entitled, ‘“Libraries of the South,” 
to be released next week at an asso- 
ciation meeting in Richmond, Va. 

itures Low. 

The needs of the south for more 
adequate library facilities is acute, 
Miss Barker points out, citing that 
the per capita expenditure for library 


: igervice in the south is only eight cents 


as compared to 37 cents per capita for 
the entire United States. 

The portion of the south which has 
library service at present rates above 
the total figure, with 23 cents per 
capita spent in these areas. This, how- 
ever, Miss Barker points out, is con- 
siderably below the national average. 

Under the plan evolved by Miss 
Barker, distribution centers would be 
established at strategic points to su)- 


ply the regional libraries, which would, 
in turn, supply the ges trucks. 
The area to be covered would depend 
on convenience of distribution, trad- 
ing area and other pertinent considera- 
tions. The conclusions reached by 
Miss Barker have been attained largely 
as a result of the Rosenwald demon- 
strations of county library service con- 
ducted in 11 counties of the south. 

Miss Barker's investigations have 
revealed, she reports in her book, that 
two-thirds of the population of the 13 
states from West Virginia to Texas 
is today without free library service. 
Of this number, a grand total of 21,- 
000,000 persons, 19,000,000~of them 
are inhabitants of rural areas. 

Miss Barker advocates in her pub- 
lication state support in part for the 
enlarged library program, declaring 
it to be a form of social service of 
rank with schools and public health. 

A considerable economic loss ig sus- 
tained by the south through its lack 
of adequate facilities for research, Miss 
Barker points out, declaring that the 
lack of such books, not only in the 
libraries, but in the southern institu- 
tions of higher education, force stu- 
dents to leave the south to obtain such 
research material.

FORTY ARE INJURED 
NN ANTE-CLERIC RIOTS 


Catholic Churches, Monas- 
teries Leveled by Fire 
in Madrid. 


MADRID, May 4-—(#)—Nearly 
two score persons were wounded and 
valuable church property was de- 
stroyed today in the most violent 
anti-clerical rioting in Spain since the 
left election victory in February. 

Rioters set fire to more than a 
dozen Roman Catholic churches, 
schools and monasteries. The _ vio- 
lence began yesterday when rumors 


were spread among leftists that nuns 
had distributed poisoned candy to 
girls in their charge. 

Two nuns were wounded when they 
came into the line of fire as they led 
children from a burning convent 
school. The disorders centered in the 
capital, 

Heavy forces of shock police were 
powerless to tope with mobs of riot- 
ing extremists, aroused by tne whis- 
pered rumors that the Catholic clergy 
was “poisoning children.” 

The mobs applied torches to 
churches, convents, schools and rec- 
tories in the Cuadro Caminos and 
Chamartin sections on the outskirts 
of the capital. 

Gasoline was taken from filling 
stations and the tanks of passing au- 
tomobiles to be used in the work of 
destruction and firemen were held off 
by armed Madrid mobs. 

The capital was quiet tonight but 
was patrolled by heavy forces of po- 
lice. Crowds of the curious visited 
the smouldering remains of those 
buildings destroyed by rioters. 

_ Three of those injured were French 
citizens who happened to be passing 
when the rioting began. 

In two villages priests were driven 
from town and warned they would be 
killed if they returned.

Soldiers fired into and dispersed the 
crowd after’ the demonstration in 
front of the Camargo municiral pal- 
ace.

ATLANTAN DESCRIBES 
HEART WOUND SURGERY 


Dr. Dan Elkin Relates Suc- 
cess of Procedure in Sav- 
| ing 13 Lives. 


ROCHESTER, Minn., May 4.—(P) 
Thirteen cases in which modern sur- 
gery saved the lives of persons stab- 
in the heart were described in 
detail before the American Associa- 
tion of Thoracic Surgeons today by 
Dr. Dan ©. Elkin, of Atlanta, Ga. 
In one case, Dr. Elkin said, a pe 
gro youth had been stabbed in the 
eart half an hour before reaching 
the hospital. The boy had also run 
three blocks and collapsed. Heart ac- 
tion had dropped to a point where 
there was no external bleeding, the 
speaker said. 
The surgeon enlarged the wound, 
passed his finger* behind the heart 
and removed a clot, after which the 
heart began to beat more strongly. 
The ventricle was sewed up and the 
— discharged from the hospital 
days later, Dr. Elkins said. 
Another case which he described 
involved a negro who had been stab- 
bed in the heart during a brawl and 
continued to fight ten minutes longer. 
The operation was performed about 
half an hour after the wounded mau 
was received and the patient recovered, 
Dr. Elkin said.

ERROR BY MORGENTHAU 


Capitol Speculates on Ap- 
parent Underestimate 
of Deficit. 


WASHINGTON, May 4-—(7)— 
Washington today indulged in specu- 
lation upon the evAhtual accuracy of 
the treasury’s budget estimates, with 
Secretary Morgenthau's recent predic- 
tion of a $5,966,000,000 deficit for 
the current fiscal year the center of 
study. 

Ten months of the current fiscal 
year have elapsed ‘and the totals of 
receipts and expenditures for that pe- 
riod show a monthly rate of income 
and outgo, which, if continued until 
July 1, would result in a deficit well 
below the figure cited by the treasury 
secretary. 

In addition, Morgenthau’s state- 
ment, made last week before the sen- 
ate finance committee, presupposed 
full payment of the bonus by July 1, 
while latest estimates today were that 
on a basis of applications received 
and progress in preparations for pay- 
ment, some 71 to 72 per cent of the 
expected total would be paid out this 
fiscal year. 

At the treasury, it was revealed 
the cabinet officer's figures were based 
upon estimates of receipts and expend- 
itures made in December. These he 
revised to allow for lose of revenue 
from processing taxes and the cost of 
the bonus.

Deducting from the estimated total 
to be spent in the full fiscal year, the 
$5,967,997,515 spent in 10 months, 
$3,.914,303,823 would remain to be 
spent in the next two months. Sub- 
tracting from the latter the expected 
cost of the bonus, $2,237,000,000, 
would leave $1,677,303,823 to be spent 
in the usual ways in two months. 

For the 10 months, however, the 
average monthly outgo has been $596,- 
799,571. Over a four-year period, the 
monthly average has been $517,000,- 
000. Thus, barring an increased rate 
of spending—reported at the treasury 
today to be not in contemplation— 
the year’s total expenditures conceiv- 
ably might fall $400,000,000 below 
those on which the secretary’s esti- 


imate was based. 


On the revenue side of the ledger, 
receipts for the 10 months have aver- 
aged $333.062,485 a month and are 
only $305,068,150 short of the total es- 
timated for the full year, with the 
June bulge in income tax collections 
still to be counted in. 

If the bonus payment charged on 
the books within this fiscal year 
should prove to be 71 to 72 per cent 
of the expected total of $2,237,000,000, 
the outgo on this account would be 
roughly $1,598,000,000, leaving $639,- 
000,000 to be paid out in the next fis- 
cal year and consequently not to fig- 
ure in this year’s deficit.

STATE OYSTER PLANTS 
SHOW DECREASE IN ’35 
BRUNSWICK, Ga., May 4.—(®)— 


An estimated valuation of only $30,- 
000 was placed on the oyster industry 
in Georgia for the season of 1935-36 
today by L. A. Miller, Georgia tide- 
water commissioner, which revealed 
a reduction of nearly $15,000 com- 
paréd with the season of 1934-35. 

“Of the total valuation,” according 
to Miller, “incomplete figures for the 
season indicate that $17,500 was ex- 
pended for labor in the 33 state-certi- 
fied oyster houses in Georgia.” 

The total production this year will 
not exceed 30,000 gallons while in 
1934-35 nearly 55,000 gallons were 
pro’uced, and Mr. Miller declared 
that “the industry is being seriously 
threatened with depletion but the 
state department will inaugurate 
plans this year to replenish coastal 
waters.” 

Mr. Miller attributed the reduction 
in production as partly due to the 
complete lack of any government certi- 
fied oyster houses in Georgia, declar- 
ing that interstate commerce in the 
Georgia industry was thwarted by 
that failure. ‘“‘Practically all oysters 
produced in Georgia were consumed 
locally this year,” he added, “with 
interstate shipments at almost a com- 
plete standstill.” 

The state game and fish depart- 
ment, according to Mr. Miller, has 
obtained leases in 15 locations this 
year for the purpose of planting 
oysters to replenish the depleted 
production. 


NEW GRASSES PLANTED 


IN GEORGIA FORESTS 


PEMBROKB, Ga., May 4.—(4)— 
Congressman Braswell Deen’s plan 
to substitute carpet grass and lespe- 
deza for wire grass in the southeast 
Georgia section, to help forests and 
improve pasturage, is being carried 
out in this area. 

Planting of the grass and lespedeza 
was begun by CCC workers on lands 
of the Ogeechee Timber Protective 
Organization in parts of Chatham, Ef- 
fingham and Bryan counties. 

Lumbermen and cattlemen have 
united in the effort. Carpet grass 
sown in firebreaks helps the timber- 
men, and at the same time improves 
pasturage for cattle. 

Ordinary firebreaks ranging from & 
to 25 feet wide are plowed at inter- 
vals between trees. The carpet grass 
furnishes a thick, matted sod, diffi- 
cult for fire to traverse, especially 
when cattle keep it grazed. Lespe- 
deza increases the nutritional effect.
